“GOVERNOR HARRIMAN’ S first budget contains 
_ séveral fmprovemients over the recent Dewey budget but 
still falls: short: of meetigg some vital needs of the people 


of the state. 
“The Governor includes eparopriations: tor dita care 
. centers, eliminated by Dewey; extra money for éducation 
- of non-English-speaking children in New York City, chief- 
ly Puerto Rican:-more education aid to handicapped chil- 
_dren; assistance in solving problems of old-age, and ad- 
| vances in health programs. 
“These are all to the good. But still basically unsolved 
is the problem of education. Pending revision of the 
: Foctnnla | for state aid to education, now being studied, vari- 
ous educational groups maintain that at least $100, 000,000 
is ‘needed above the present formula to meet the year’s 
needs. Harriman’s. “aah wi does not provide for this. There 
‘are some special psotolition: for more’ local: education 
funds, but they are for specific purposes and do not an- 
swer the overall need. 

- The Governor does not deal with school construction 
bi the budget message. He has promised the people: that 
they would have a chance in a state referendum, to vote 
on whether to have a bond issue for building schools. This 
still needs to be ‘acted upon. 

The budget raises questions concerning the work of at 
at least. two vital state agencies —the State Commission 
Against Discriminatidn and the State Rent Commission— 
‘whose activities are supposed to be widely expanded under 
the Harriman program. But there does not appear to be 
any larger appropriations for these agencies, and in fact, 

rent agency appropriation is to be cut. 

On the income end too, the budget contains certain 
improvements but also raises. certain questions. All to the 
good is the fact that Harriman: has proposed increases in 
corporate and unincorporated taxes. 


Not so good is the failure to differentiate between 
smaller and larger incomes in jacking up the personal in- 
come tax rate, and the two cents per gallon gasoline tax. 


Small farmers and workers, especially upstate where cars 
are essential, will be hit by the gas tax. 

The Governor argues he could not put over the gradu- 
ated income tax on higher incomes because it is too late 
for the April.45 tax date. But $40,000,000 is involved, and

In 
Zurich, while still in her teens, 
she began her association with 
the working-class movement, and 
later participated actively in 
German, Polish and Russian So- 
cialist' organizations. 

A brilliant writer on political 
and economic problems, a gifted 
agitator and able teacher, she 
early identified herself with the 
militant left wing of the So- 
cialist movement. She courage- 
ously opposed World War I and 


branded German Social Democ- 


racy, which supported the 
Kaiser's military machine, “a 
stinking corpse.” ;
